1. Claims: 1,2-6 and 10 

A rotary support as per claim 4 depending on claim 1 , wherein 
components of the connecting device are distributed at regular intervals in 
the circumferential and/or axial direction on the outer surface of the 
hollow cylindrical member, and, as per claim 10 depending on claim 1, 
wherein the hollow cylindrical member comprises fixation elements on its 
outer circumference for fixing the elastic connecting device. 



2. Claims: 1,7,8,9 

A rotary support as per claim 7 depending on claims 1, 5 and 6, wherein 
the moulded parts are each O-rings, and as per claim 8 dq>ending on 
claim 1, wherein the elastic connecting device comprises one or more 
metal components.

A rotary support as per claim 1 1 depending on claim 1, wherein the 
hollow cylindrical member forms in its assembled state together with the 
tube-like structure or the bore ducts or passages in the longitudinal 
direction through which coolant can flow. 



4. Claims: 1, 12 

A rotaiy support as per claim 12 depending on claim 1, wherein the elastic 
connecting device or components thereof are configured conically or are 
disposed conically relative to the longitudinal axis of the hollow 
cylindrical meniber.
